NO SUBSTITUTE 


After reading all the comments about 
cycle legislation I think you people are 
guilty. of wishful thinking. You cannot 
legislate common sense, Or an aware- 
ness of safety. I believe you people are 
passing the buck as the anti-gun people 
try to do and make legislation the fall 
guy. By this method you can wash your 
hands of the affair by saying, “we have 
laws.” 

Look at it this way, we recently had 
a tragic accident up here where one of 
our better riders, a seasoned, mature 
man who could pass any test devised, 
lost a leg in an auto, cycle crash. 

Only by education of motorist and 
cycle rider can an awareness of safety 
be attained. A riding test I have no 
quarrel with, but after the test then 
what? There are on the books at present 
all the laws necessary for safety if — 
you pay heed to them. I agree that pro- 
per clothing is a must for cycling but I 
resent my loss of freedom in not being 
allowed to choose, There is nothing 
more pleasing than a slow ride down a 
forested country lane with the wind in 
your face and hair blowing all over. By 
the same token you will find me on the 
freeway, with helmet, visor, leather 
jacket, gloves, boots, etc. I want the 
freedomto choose. 

The easiest way to eliminate a pro- 
blem is to legislate it out of existence. 
I have seen Volkswagen drivers doing 
and getting by with more rule breaking 
than any right-minded cyclist would try. 
Give those drivers a seat belt and a 
small car and presto! Le Mans! 

How do you teach at what speed and 
what radius a cycle will lose traction 
on an asphalt curve. Even seasoned 
road racers come off at times. There is 
no substitute for defensive riding. To 
me everything else has the right of way, 
me last. I get there just the same — I 
start sooner, love every minute of it and 
look forward to returning. I ride free- 
ways on a TR 6R and dirt on a Sprint. 
My son, age 14, has been riding for 
three years working his way up from 
trail bikes to a Sprint 250. By the time 
he is ready for a license he will know 
how to handle a machine, and if my pic- 
ture of safe fun riding has penetrated he 
will be an asset tothe motorcycle image. 

In summation, the facts are clear- 
educate, train, test (not by machine but 
actual riding—say a 10 mile, all traffic 
type situation) push safety apparel, 
defense riding, do your racing on the 
tracks not the streets and motorcycling 
can be a pleasure along with transpor- 
tation. 

There is no substitute for a good, 
safety-thinking, sensible head.

The Clan gathered, 180 riders strong, 
for the first dirt track bash of the new 
and busy season last Sunday. The Clan 
call went out for the first Ascot TT of 
the year, and J.C. Agajanian welcomed 
them. 

Twenty-one events ran off, surrounded 
by perfect weather and perfect racing. 
The winning lads took home a purse of 
$2600.00 for their efforts and the whole 
show was video-taped and shown in 
color three hours later on Channel 5. 

The familiar names and national 
champions, and there are many around 
Ascot, had to take a back seat this time 
to Dusty Coppage and Bob Bailey. 

These two experts were the class 
riders of the 46-man entry for the white 
plates. First they finished one-two in 
the fastest heat race, then Bailey came 
back to win the trophy dash. Finally, in 
the big one, Coppage and Bailey ran end 
for end from start to finish in the 15-lap 
feature race to score what you may call 
a double upset over some of the more 
highly rated stars of the twist and turn.

The four heat races for the experts 
had Gene Romero, Eddie Mulder, Cop- 
page and Jack Simmons coming out of 
the smoke as front runners, Then Van 
Leeuwen surprised them all by winning 
the semi-main event with a faster time 
than any of the heat races! It was a 








First timer Tom Rockwood (son of 
Roxy) posted the fastest novice heat 
race win time of the five heats but it 
was the new ace from the north, Carl 
Cranke, fresh from running in both indoor 
main events from the night before, who 
took home the big apple.

Trade Assn. Agrees on Legislative Pose 


The motorcycle and scooter industry this week urged all states to im- 
mediately adopt separate licensing for two-wheeled vehicles in a move to 


improve highway safety. 


The proposed licensing program was included in a comprehensive set of 
suggested new laws concerning two-wheeled motor vehicles and their opera- 
tors issued to federal, state and local governments by the Motorcycle, Scoot- 


er and Allied Trades Association. 


Only five of the 50 states currently reduire special cycle licenses and 
none are considered to have comprehensive license testing procedures for 
two-wheeled vehicle operators. The industry group proposed that the states 
adopt a license testing method recently developed by the American Associa- 


tion of Motor Vehicle Administrators. 


The trade association also issued a plea for all organizations, public 
and private, that are interested in programs of driver education to join the 
MS&ATA in advocating expansion of driver education to include motorcycle 


and motorscooter training. 


Legislative reforms were urged in a “position paper” issued by the trade 
association, contents of that paper are published below. 


A POSITION PAPER OF THE 
MOTORCYCLE, SCOOTER & AL- 
LIED TRADES ASSOCIATION 


RIDER TRAINING 


The Legislative Intent: To require 
special training and testing for two- 
wheeled motor vehicle operators 
prior to licensing and to require 
driver improvement training when 
appropriate. 


Discussion: The motorcycle and scooter 
require special skills for proper and 
safe operation. Far too many accidents 
are rooted in lack of skills which could 
have been developed by training. At the 
same time there is no concerted effort 
being made to remedy this educational 
lack. The public schools which repre- 
sent the single most potent source of 
driver education generally donot include 
motorcycle and scooter operation in 
their curriculums. 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: The Associa- 
tion urges all organizations, public and 
private that are interested in encour- 
aging, promoting, establishing or ad- 
ministering programs of driver education 
and driver improvement to join with the 
Motorcycle, Scooter and Allied Trades 
Association in advocating the broaden- 
ing and expansion of driver education 
and driver improvement programs to im- 
clude motorcycle and motor scooter 
operator training. 


RIDER LICENSES 


Legislative Intent: To require spe- 
cial licenses for operators of two- 
wheeled motor vehicles. 


Discussion: It is generally recognized 
that the primary purpose of driver li- 
censing is to insure that only qualified 
operators are legally permitted to drive 
motor vehicles upon our streets and 
highways. Further, the safe operation 
of different types of motor vehicles is 
dependent upon the operator being 
trained in the special operating tech- 
niques of the particular type of motor 
vehicle being driven. In spite of this, 
most jurisdictions are issuing driver 
licenses that legally permit the holder 
to operate any type of motor vehicles, 
irrespective of his ability to do so safe- 
ly. This results in the operation of 
motor vehicles by licensed drivers, 
neither trained nor familiar with the 
special operating techniques of the 
vehicle being driven, and is a factor in 
many traffic accidents. It is further 
noted that special licensing procedures, 
unless administered by competently 
trained personnel, do not contribute to 
safety. Unless adequate funding pro- 
visions are incorporated in special 
licensing legislation, such laws should 
not be passed. 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: The Associ- 
tion recommends that all jurisdictions 
responsible for driver licensing issue 
drivers licenses that will permit the 
holder to operate only the type or types 
of motor vehicles for which he has 
demonstrated the ability to control 
safely. The Association further recom- 
mends that competent testing service be 
provided and that the types of vehicles 
to which this rule shall apply shall be 
not less than: 

(1) two-wheeled motor vehicle, 

(2) passenger carrying automobile 

(3) truck 

(4) bus 

(5) truck tractor and semi-trailer 


NOISE ABATEMENT 


Legislative Intent: To prohibit opera- 
tion of two-wheeled motor vehicles 
which produce excessive noise. 


Discussion: The principal cause of ex- 
cessive noise from the two-wheeled 
motor vehicle is owner modification of 
original equipment. Excessive noise is 
obnoxious, creates ill-will and invites 
unduly restrictive legislation. The in- 


dustry produces two-wheeled motor ve- 
hicles which do not emit excessive 
noise when properly operated. General- 
ly, the various states have enacted 
legislation which if strictly enforced 
would curb excessive noise. As a re- 
lated matter the Association recommends 
continued research to develop exhaust 
systems which will further abate noise 
without having adverse effects upon 
enginesand their efficiency. 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: The Associ- 
ation supports legislation which would 
prohibit modification of original equip- 
ment exhaust systems to create addi- 
tional noise. 


SAFETY INSPECTION 


Legislative Intent: To require peri- 
odic safety inspections of two- 
wheeled motor vehicles. 


Discussion; Periodic safety inspections 
have proved to be a valuable tool in re- 
ducing automobile accidents. Some 
jurisdictions have required inspection 
of automobiles and have, at the same 
time, exempted two-wheeled motor ve- 
hicles from similar inspection. 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: The Associ- 
ation urges all states to require peri- 
odic motor vehicle safety inspections 
and to include two-wheeled motor ve- 
hicles in their inspection programs. 


PASSENGER POSITION 


Legislative Intent: To prohibit pas- 
sengers on two-wheeled motor ve- 
hicles from riding in a so-called 
“side saddle” position. 


Discussion: Side-saddle riding lessens 
the passenger’s ability to sense the 
operator’s movements and is considered 
hazardous. 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: The Associ- 
ation supports legislation which would 
prohibit side-saddle riding. 


EYE PROTECTION 


Legislative Intent: To require wear- 
ing of goggles or eye shields at all 
times when operating a two-wheeled 
motor vehicle, or as an alternative 
to require a windscreen on the ve- 
hicle for operation if goggles or a 
shield are not worn. 


Discussion: The matter of eye protec- 
tion for the rider is a matter of such 
complexity that reasonable, enforceable 
legislation cannot deal with it. The 
possibilities range from protection by 
contact lenses to full windscreens with 
numberless combinations in between. 
The individual is the best judge of his 
eye protection requirements. There is 
no eyesinjury history which would justi- 
fy legislation in this matter. 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: Legislation 
on eye-protection should be avoided for 
the reasons stated above, 


FREEWAYS AND TURNPIKES 


Legislative Intent: To prohibit oper- 
ation of two-wheeled motor vehicles 
on limited access roadways. 


Discussion: Limited access roadways 
are constructed with public funds for 
the purpose of moving large volumes of 
traffic at relatively greater speeds in a 
safe manner. To deny their use to an 
entire class of vehicles is discrimina- 
tory. The Association recognizes the 
need to prohibit certain motor vehicles 
from limited access roads in the inter- 
est of public safety. Such a prohibition 


should be based on performance limita- 
tions rather than on blanket prohibition 
of a single type of vehicle. 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: That motor 
driven two-wheeled vehicles should be 
permitted on limited access roadways if 


they are capable of attaining a speed of 
60 miles per hour on a straight level 
roadway. 


"APE-HANGERS" 


Legislative Intent: To prohibit the 
use of high rise handle bars on two- 
wheeled motor vehicles. 

Discussion: High rise handle bars sig- 


nificantly reduce operator control and 
are therefore dangerous. 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: The Associ- 


ation recommends that no person should . 


operate any motor-bicycle, motor driven 
cycle or motorcycle if such vehicle is 
equipped with handlebars having grips 
in excess of fifteen inches above the 
horizontal plane of the lowest part of 
the seat of said vehicle. 


HEAD PROTECTION 


Legislative Intent: To compel use 
of protective headgear by two- 
wheeled motor vehicle operators and 
passengers to the exclusion of all 
other motor vehicle operators and 
passengers. 


Discussion: Protective headgear miti- 
gates injury from blows to the head. 
Head injuries are a major cause of in- 
jury and death from all types of vehicu- 
lar accidents; they are not peculiar to 
motorcycle and motor scooter accidents. 
The Association recognizes that injuries 
can be reduced by use of protective 
headgear and urges its voluntary use. 
Recent statistics from the National 
Safety Council show that about one- 
sixth of the persons involved in auto-

mobile accidents were using safety 
belts. The Association believes that a 
higher proportion of riders and passen- 
gers can be induced to use protective 
headgear on a voluntary basis than by 
compulsion. The Association believes 
that to require only two-wheeled vehicle 
operators to wear protective headgear is 
unconstitutional, undemocratic, and 
discriminatroy. 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: The Associ- 
ation recommends that use of protective 
headgear shall be encouraged in all its 
traffic safety literature, films, and pro- 
grams. The Association opposes com- 
pulsory helmet legislation. 


CARRYING PASSENGERS 


Legislative Intent: To prohibit pas- 
sengers on two-wheeled motor ve- 
hicles. 


Discussion: (From the Uniform Vehicle 
Code par. 11-1103): 

“A person operating motorcycle a 
(which term includes all two-wheeled 
motor vehicles) shall ride only upon the 
permanent and regular seat attached 
thereto, and such operator shall not 
carry any other person nor shall any 
other person ride on a motorcycle unless 
such motorcycle is designed to carry 
more than one person, in which event a 
Passenger may ride upon the permanent 
and regular seat if designed for two 
persons, or upon another seat firmly ate- 
tached to the rear or side of the oper- 
ator.” 


ASSOCIATION POSITION: The Associa- 
tion supports the provisions of the 
Uniform Motor Vehicle Code quoted 
above.

“Once more into the breach, dear friends,’’ as a 250 heat bums into turn one, 


Sacramento’s Butch Corder stormed and roared around the Long 
Beach Arena in the first annual indoor state championship short track 
race last Saturday night. That is, he roared the entire evening — until 
the final two laps of the main event. 

The rapid racer was the whole show in the 250cc class until the 
engine quit with only two short rounds remaining in the extended 20 


lap title race. 

Prior to that time, Corder had won everything but the door prizes that 
were given away during intermission. The heat race, semi-main event and the 
all important trophy dash went to the only rider to win two main events dur- 
ing the indoor winter season. 

Corder took the lead immediately, if not sooner, as the ten fastest riders, 
one novice, two amateurs, and seven experts, shot off the line. Corder had a 
more than sizeable lead when the engine quit and he coasted to the pits. 

He failed in his bid for his third straight win but took home the overall 
point championship. He also won the San Francisco Cow Palace point chase 
to become the world’s first double indoor king.

After Corder dropped out Dud Perkin's pair of northern aces, Dick 
Mann and Mert Lawwill went to work and finished first and third with 
the South's Clyde Litch mmning in second to break up the Harley- 
Davidson combo of national champions from San Francisco. 

Mann finished second in the trophy dash to Corder and, coupled with his 
státe final indoor win, he moved to second in the final standings with Law- 
will finishing in third. It was a 1-2-3-4 point standing finish for the north 
with Jim Odom, who did not make the main this week, taking fourth place in 
final standings. Litch moved up in the last chase to break the string and 
finish 5th in point. 

The slamming, sliding action found 170 entries on hand for the popular 
show that gave the fans 27 events in less than three hours time. 

Over in the 100cc class for the little jobs the action was just as 
hotly contested with one time previous winner Gene Romero coming 
up to score his second win of the meeting and take the point title 
along with it. Gene’s Honda was prepared by the immaculate shop 
facilities of Skip Fordyce in Riverside. /

trophy dash in a close contest all the way. Elliott edged novice Rick Woods 
for second place in the final standings by five markers. In the main event it 
was Schultz taking second with Woods third to run the battle for second place 
in the standings right down to the final lap. 

Eddie Mulder, although he finished last in the 100cc main event, posted 
the fastest six 100cc laps of the night when he defeated Romero for one of 
the two semi main event wins, Cycle News' Production Assistant Randy Say, 
on his 125cc Yamaha, upset the 250's in the heat races and not only won but 
posted the best time of the twelve heats. 

In the semi main event round in the 250cc class Corder really got to 
hauling and was by far the fastest winner of the four final events that transe 
for the leaders to the feature race. His six lap time was a blazing 53:64 
seconds! Say had the second fastest semi win as he scored his second upset 
of the night against the bigger machines. 


The ten lap consolation race for the 250cc riders who just missed 
the final was one of the best ever. Ten riders started, five riders 
crashed somewhere along the ten lap run and Swede Savage came 
through on his Montesa to score his first indoor win. It was a wild 
one all the way. 

Trojan Enterprises now closes the Long Beach track until next Novem- 
ber when the third season will start on the concrete. The final indoor point 
standings will be published in next week's issue.

available at Willow Springs for the first national points race for the ACA on 
February 5th. The weather was absolutely beautiful, running in the high 70’s 
and low 80’s all day, with very little wind. The track was in excellent condi- 
tion as the heavy rains had washed off all the loose rubber, and the good 
field of riders were eager to get back on the road racing circuit for 1967. 


All grand prix classes, 50cc through 
Open, were run, as well as Production 
classes and a side car demonstration 
by Bob Bakker and Ron West on a brand 
new BMW kneeler. Judging from their 
first outing, we think this will be a real 
competitor and winner against the side 
cars now running or being built. In fact, 
Bob would like to extend an open chal- 
lenge to some of the other side cars to 
come out and compete at the next ACA 
road race which will be the Challenger 
on March 19th. Ron West and Bob Bakker 
are not new at this side hack racing. 
The first side car seen in this country 
since the war was built by these two 
men back in 1959, but because of the 
lack of interest at that time in road 
racing, especially in the side cars, Ron 
and Bob switched to solo machines. 
Now, with the interest being generated, 
they are coming back to one of their 
first loves, the side cars. 

First grand prix of the day was open 
to the 50cc Class I and Class II and 
100cc machines. The over-all winner 
was last year's 100cc production cham- 
pion Jeff Pasternak on a Yamaha. In hot 
pursuit was Terry Grotefeld on a Honda, 
and behind Terry came Coljn Jones, 
also Honda mounted. Colin was last 
year’s Class I 50cc champion. The 50cc 
Class II event went to Paul Wilde, one 
of the top short track racers in the 
Southern California area. Paul was 
Yamaha mounted. 

3-Way Duel 

Most exciting event of the day was 
the second grand prix event open to 
125cc and 175cc machines, There was 
& three-way duel between old friends 
and past champions. After 20 miles, at 
the finish line there was actually only 
a half bike length separating the even- 
tual winner, Bruce Shaw, Honda mount- 
ed, from Chief Galbraith, last year’s 
125cc champion, who was Bultaco 
mounted. In hot pursuit, and finishing 
third place over-all and third in class 
was Jeff Pasternak on a Yamaha. 
Throughout the entire event, every one 
of the front three riders led at one time 
or another, and it was a down-to-the- 
flag finish. Fourth place over-all and 
first in the 175cc class went to Dick 
Tetz on a Honda. 

The next Grand prix event of the day 
featured the 250cc class. Earlier in the 
250cc G.P. heat race, Bob Barker on a 


TD 1A Yamaha had an absolute run* 
away finishing well out in front of the 
pack. Bob didn’t have it quite so easy 
in the main event. Steve McLaughlin, 
riding a new Kawasaki passed the 
Yamaha in the early laps and continued 
to pull away, finishing witha substantial 
lead over Bob. Third place went to Marv 
Fleming from Lancaster on a TD 1B 
Yamaha. Fourth place went to Steve 
Pederson on a Yamaha. This was the 
first 250cc grand prix machine Steve has 
had the opportunity to participate on; 
most of his previous racing has been on 
smaller bore machines. 

The final grand prix event of the day 
was open to 350, 500cc and open ma- 
chines. The winner, this year's number 
one point man and national champion in 
the 500cc class, was Buddy Parriott on 
a Norton. In hot pursuit was Art Bau- 
mann from San Francisco, on a 350 
Honda. The open class win went to J.C. 
Williams, Norton mounted. The heat 
race winner in this class, Dave Alex- 
ander, had a few mechanical troubles 
and ended up finishing second in the 
open class main event after his impres- 
sive win on his Harley in the heat race.

I understand the Japanese are going 
to import a new type of polka-dotted 
motorcycle clothing. The new line of 
apparel doesn’t boast anything new in 
the way of protection or warmth. The 
only claim is that you won’t have to get 
it cleaned every time you ride through a 
swarm of insects,

Just as the Ford Motor Company cre- 
ated a sensation with the introduction of 
the Mustang a few years ago, I believe 
Royal Enfield will start to turn a lot of 
heads with their new 750cc Custom Street 
Scrambler. 

The Mustang was the dream of a de- 
signer, and although the car didn't 
pioneer anything especially new mechan- 
ically, it’s price, styling and “sex 
appeal” made it a best seller. 

The same story might hold true for 
Frank Cooper who is the Western Im- 
porter for Enfield. Frank is truly a 
motorcycling pioneer, and his influence 
over the years has been felt in many 
design and merchandising ideas which 
have helped the industry to grow. 

During the past few years, Frank has 
been sketching, drafting, and discussing 
new ideas with the Enfield factory in 
England in an attempt to give the Ameri- 
can motorcyclist as sporty and exciting 
a bike as possible. 

Enfield has always had a reputation 
as a good, but fairly conservative, road 
bike. Despite its tremendous top end 
and 4 mile performance, it was very 
often considered an *old man's" motor- 
cycle. It just didn't have that certain 
exciting style that some its sportier 
competitors offered. And let's face it... 
styling and performance definitely sell 
bikes. 

All that is changed now. I recently 
had the opportunity to try this new bike 
for a few days, and not only is the motor- 
cycle itself an exciting experience to 
ride ... but the admiring glances from 
other motorcyclists convinced me that 
there will definitely be a place in the 
American market for this “winner.” 

Here are just a few of the changes: 
the tank is all new...chrome, stream- 
lined, and with a 3 inch red racing stripe 
«the exhaustpipes are swept back with- 
out that familiar curve, and the upswept 
megaphones look smart and sound great 
«the old instruments and headlight 
nacelle are gone; now the speedometer 
and tach are mounted separately above 
the chromed headlight ... The pistons 
have been improved, and the engine 
turns an unbelievable 60 horsepower, 
The fenders are polished, and ofa rugged 
scrambler-type design...almost  every- 
thing is chromed, and the new racing 
style seat adds just that extra special 
flair. There are many other new features, 
but to list them would take too long, and 
I don't want to sound like an advertise- 
ment. 

The bike that I rode was still brand 
new with less than 300 miles...however, 
I managed to put another 300 or so on 
the dial, and was very excited with the 
experience. 

The Enfield definitely feels like a 
man’s motorcycle, It really isn’t too big 
and heavy, it only weighs about 410 
pounds. But it has a big, rugged feel, 
The acceleration is fantastic, and while 
I found this model geared a little high 
for my liking, (it didn't feel comfortable 
in fourth gear until around 75), the over- 
all performance was thrilling. 

There were a couple of things that 
disappointed me...the seat was a little 
too short. when I was carrying double. 
Of course, my 200 pounds do take up a 
little more space than average. 

In addition, I did find that the vibra- 
tion (which is fairly common to a long 
stroke engine) beganto get a little tiring. 

Also, the horn isn't loud enough and 
is badly located. However, with the 
megaphones, I don't think most people 
will miss hearing you. 

All things being considered, the new 
Royal Enfield is one of the most excit- 
ing motorcycles for 1967. This model 
did not have air cleaners, and its chromed 
velocity stacks add greatly to the racy 
appearance. My own preferences would 
be to lower the gear ratio, lengthen the 
seat and put large air cleaners on. I feel 
that you would then have a sporty and 
exciting combination street and dirt 





bike that would be hard to duplicate hy 
any other manufacturer, > 

I understand that there are still only 
two or three of this new model Enfield in 
the United States at this time, but de- 
liveries should be made soon, and it 
certainly is worth your while to hunt up 
your Enfield dealer (if you can find one) 
and see for yourself. 

As I think about the exciting feel of 
this motorcycle, perhaps Mustang was 
the wrong analogy...maybe I should have 
said Ferrari!

Willie 
started riding in 1964, which is the year 
he learned the technique of the “con- 
trolled” crash, but the bike couldn’t hold 
up under his crashing, so he bought a 
Triumph in 1965. He won every Novice 
race that he finished, and was made 
Amateur. He was also a winner in this 
class, and was then made Expert that 
same year, winning his first Expert ride. 

Willie’s best Open Expert win was 
the Checker Chase in November of 1965, 
where he dueled with Gary Conrad for 
most of the race. 

I asked Willie why they call him a 
crasher, and he said, “I can’t figure it 
out...1 thought everyone rode that way. 
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Willie Morales, in the flesh, 


You turn it on, and when you get to a 
turn, it’s just ‘Hang on, Sloopy!’ No 
sense worrying about a turn, until you’re 
into it, and I’m always under control.” 

A lot of riders have said that if Willie 
slowed down just 10 miles an hour, he 
would win every race. He does put on a 
good show, though, for the people at the 
smoke bomb, riding in his famed “con- 
trolled crash” position — sitting on the 
tank and riding the front wheel! We wish 
Willie lots of luckin the coming season, 
and with this unique style of his, he just 
might need it! Keep it up, Willie!

THE WORD FROM A LEADER 


— GET OFF THE COURSE UNLESS RACING ! 


The biggest hazard to race leaders in the desert is not the unseen 


hole or the sudden cliff, but the unwary rider. In hare scrambles type 
racing where the course repeats itself, two or three race leaders must 


face the prospect of encountering riders returning to the pits or even 


spectators "just trying the trails." 

Try to imagine your feelings if you 
were leading the pack after traveling 
many miles at breakneck speed and sud- 
denly you top a rise and meet a return- 
ing rider head-on at a combined speed 
of maybe 80mph. Or maybe its just a 
matter of throwing the bike down to miss 
that old man on his trail bike (and throw- 
ing the race away as well) Either way 
you are liable to be upset. 

Malcolm Smith has had these experi- 
ences and if you persist he will pull up 
his pants leg and show you some good 
evidence. He has a leg that looks like 
someone ran a gouging tool up its full 
length and left a giant purple zipper on 
it. All he asks is an even chance on the 
course, he has enough of a handicap 
trying to ride his 250cc to an overall win. 


Stay Out of Their Way! 


In the name of SANITY, if you’re not 
racing, keep OFF the desert course. The 
only thing worse than the chugger is the 
rider who returns to the pits at racing 
Speeds, on the trail and going in the 
opposite direction to the racers. The 
guys who run up front are on the verge 
of crashing at any time and people com- 
ing atthem are beyond even their control. 
Riders repairing their bikes should be 
off the trail as they are just another 
hazard that was not there on the pre- 
vious lap. The last culprit is the “tail- 
endeCharlie" who decides to start racing 
again when the leaders try to lap him. 
If this is you, don't be surprised if you 
get an elbow or a foot in the side. These 
front runners are in no mood for playtime. 
Malcolm says that he occasionally gets 
dirty looks in the pits after the run from 
guys he has had to *crowbar* off the 
groove. He is hoping that exposure like 
this will explain his actions and elimin- 
ate hard feelings. 

All this may sound cold, but that's

not the way you'll find Malcolm himself. 
Readers may be surprised to learn that he 
was picked as the most promising Ameri- 
can rider by no less than world cham- 
pion Torsten Hallman of Sweden. It was 
reported in the English press, after 
Hallman’s return to Europe, that Mal- 
colm was his choice to best represent 
this country in international moto-cross. 
However, Malcolm ‘has recently pur- 
chased the repair portion of K&N M/C in 
Riverside and finances may keep him 
from going abroad to ride this year. He 
did ride last year’s International Six 
Days Trial. and won a Silver Medal 
(which is excellent for a first time ef- 
fort). This year the LS.D.T. is to be 
held in Poland and it's entirely possible 
that Malcolm will be there. 

Malcolm is twenty-five years old, a 
quiet man, friendly, modest and almost 
what you would call shy. When seen on 
a motorcycle it's hard to realize that it 
is the same person. At speed his eyes 


appear glassy, his mouth hangs agape, 
and the bike leaps about like a thing 
possessed by demons, However, no one 
can argue with the fact that his style 
produces results, What fame he has 
gained or earned came about in the re- 
cent few years. Before that he rode the 
hills around his San Bernardino home 
with his friends. This is how he ac- 
quired his ability to keep control and he 
is quick to claim that he has slowed 
down in the dangerous parts now that he 
has grown “old”. 

Malcolm could be part of a special 
breed of enthusiasts. Not content with 
the professional racing that caters main- 
ly to oval track riders, he and a few 
others have looked to Europe where the 
rough scrambler and desert rider can 
gain fame and fortune, Not only that but 
these riders think that America should 
have a place on the championship list of 
countries, preferably at the top.

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Public Schools Teach M/C Mechs. 


On February 6 at the beginning of the Spring Semester, the Los Angeles 
City Schools will have started, for the first time in the history of public 
education, a pre-employment class in motorcycle mechanics. The purpose of 
this class is to train young men to enter the motorcycle industry as beginning 


mechanics. 


The Los Angeles City Schools and 
representatives of the motorcycle indus- 
try have held meetings during the past 
two months for the planning and develop- 
ment of this program. As a result of 
these meetings, the curriculum has been 
prepared and has received approval from 
the Advisory Committee representing the 
major motorcycle manufacturers. 

This new and unique program will be 
housed at the Adult Occupational Train- 
ing Center, 6200 Winnetka Avenue, 
Woodland Hills, California, 

The course will provide 600 hours 
(approximately four and a half months) 
of concentrated classroom, laboratory, 
and live instruction. Emphasis will be 
on learning by doing. Motorcycle distri- 
butors and dealers have made available 
working models and running machines 
op which the students will perform. 


Dealers Cooperate for Education 


Permission has also been given by 
the local dealers for the school to ace 
cept regular motorcycle repair jobs in 
the advanced stage of the course. This 
type of learning situation will closely 
parallel the kind of work performed in 
the industry and will equip each student 
with the skill and experience for en- 
trance into the motorcycle industry. 

The class will meet six hours per 
day, five days a week for a period of 
twenty weeks. However, the program 


will be flexible enough to allow students 
to enter at any time and continue in the 
program until they complete the training. 

Mr. Dale Martin of Johnson Motors, 
Inc.,has been employed as the instructor 
for this new program. 


It’s Not too Late to Leam a Trade 


Those interested in obtaining addi- 
tional information regarding the program 
or seeking enrollment, please call 213 
346-3540 or contact the school at 6200 
Winnetka Ave., Woodland Hills, Califor- 
nia (across the street from Los Angeles 
Trade-Tech College. This course will 
include approximately 2,000 hours of 
instruction, and is designed to provide 
inedepth training for those interested in 
entering the motorcycle sales and sere 
vice industry. 

Says Joe Hope, Sales Mgr. for BSA- 
Westem in Duarte, “Some of us in the 
industry have been instrumental in for 
mulating this program and feel that it 
will have a great value to the retail 
dealers throughout this area. 

“Trained mechanics are now at a 
premium in this area and a school of 
this type can be very advantageous, not 
only to the retail dealers, but to the 
industry as a whole.” 

Of course, the ones who stand to 
gain the most from this free education, 
are the students who take advantage of 
the opportunity.

There was a long list of entries in each event but only one winner and 
Tony Dodge rode his Triumph to that position in the Lions’ Sunday Street 


class. 


Contenders could not keep up with the blistering pace of 12.35 elapsed 
time and 110.56 miles per hour that Tony and his Bonneville set in the pro- 


cess of eliminating the competition. 


Before the actual race for top street 
bike was in progress, Tony had to face 
some of the finest and his closest op- 
position was George Jonovich’s 750cc 
Norton. Recently, George opened a shop 
in Westminster, Calif., known as Ameri- 
can Speed Cycle, (“the Drag racers 
Headquarters”) and he obtained the 
riding ability of Mr. Reese, who is well 
known by his past racing wins on the 
“Snortin Norton” of Moulders & Reese. 

As other class trophy contenders fell 
aside in defeat at Lions Drag strip, 
Reese and Tony eyed each other with a 
distinct respect and understanding that 
one or the other was going to win the 
big one. Jonovich and Reese held a 
100cc advantage, but the Triumph’s 
elapsed time was quicker than the Nor 
ton despite the displacement difference. 
When the moment of truth arrived, and 
the riders and machines were brought 
forward to the starting line, spectators 
crowded closer to the fence, not to miss 
a moment or pulse of the big four- 
strokers’ wheels and exhaust. 

On the Lions starting “Christmas 
tree" it's only one yellow light and then 


gas. 

Ron Knapp and “Pappy” Tiernan had 
about 10cc’s added to the displacement 
of a 250cc Yamaha and also gained some 
previous “top secret” racing techniques 
that brought them within striking dis- 
tance against Bob Braverman’s Yamaha. 
At the last moment there was a let down 
in the 260 Yamaha’s performance and 
Braverman made the finish lights first. 

Mil Disharoon’s hauling Harley didn’t 
have much trouble with Flinn’s Triumph 
as “Dish” ran away with 11.71 seconds 
elapsed time to the 650's 13.33 seconds. 
Final race time and Disharoon ran ahead 
of the Yamaha as 55 inches are ere 
pected to do. Right after the race Mil 
was running around the pits waving the 
winner's check and yelling, “I’m going 
to Las Vegas! I'm going to Vegas!* 
Variety in the Fuel Contests 

There was only one bike entered in 
the top fuel class and so a special race 
was set up by C.J. Hart, the strip man- 
ager, between Sonny Raslawski's 10- 
second Harley and a big Blown Chrysler 
gas dragster. The dragster jockey 
laughed at the match but when it bogged

a green for GO! and Reese was on the 
glimmer. The big Norton lunged hard off 
the line while the yellow was just fading 
and Tony Dodge came out of the hole a 
shade late. It looked bad but the 650cc 
Triumph came to life and ate up the ad- 
vantage Reese had gained. In that 12.35 
seconds, that Trumpet accelerated like 
no other street bike and the winner lights 
went bright on its side of the strip. 

I heard spectators tell Tony that his 
bike was a “one only” and Tony just 
shrugged and said, “Your dealer has 
what I started with." 

Racing for street bike fans had not 
reached an end yet for here came seven 
class winners that tried to earn a chance 
to set down the howling trumpet, Harry 
Couch and Steve Rowles, good racers, 
stayed until the last rounds but were 
finally turned aside by Bruce Miller’s 
Harley Sportster that was turning only 8 
hundredths of a second slower than Tony 
Dodge. When Miller and Dodge struck 
their match for top street the elapsed 
times stayed consistent and the number 
8 was Millers defeat. It was Triumph by 
a wheel and that’s all it takes in the 
quarter-mile sprint. 


The Great Gassers 


Some great competition and some -ad= 
ditional displacement. for Yamaha made 
some close races. 

Four machines were class winners, 
M.. Disharoon on a Harley, Ron Flinn on 
Triumph, Ron Knapp (Yamaha) and Bob 
Braverman (Yamaha) in the race for top 
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coming off the line and Sonny reached 
the finish lights first, the driver no 
longer had dimples showing. Sonny 
turned 10.24 seconds and 146 miles per 
hour. 

There was a variety of machines from 
Terise’s Buick powered bike to Norm 
Grabowskie's Corvair *6-Pack" and Don 
McEvoy's new twin engine Triumph. The 
Buick bogged like a quicksand trap, and 
the Corvair wasn't raced, but McEvoy's 
double made some valiant attempts. 

McEvoy’s twin engines are synchro- 
nized 180 degrees apart and the big 
double sounds like a ‘big square fourwhen 
it’s fired. On the first try, with Buddy 
Martinez for the rider, it looked and 
sounded like a high nine-or ten-second 
run, but after a few feet the boiling tire 
smoke disappeared and a chain was 
found adrift. In a second try, the burnt 
clutch resembled charcoal dust and it 
was loaded up for the trip back home. 

The greatest abundance of bikes bore 
the Harley nameplate and if you loved a 
Harley this would have been the meet to 
attend. After all, Sonny Raslawski and 
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Millard Disharoon turned the day's 
fastest elapsed times and speed, both 
Harley mounted. 


Oops! Mistakes Creep In 

BSA won so many past events on the 
famous Gold Star that the name and 
brand are permanently connected in my 
mind. Last week it slipped out, Bob Sir- 
kegian brought his fabulous 650cc BSA 
Funny bike to Irwindale Raceway last 


week and turned those fantastic elapsed 
times of 11.75 seconds with speeds 
above 120 miles per hour. BSA is not 
resting on the laurels of past winners or 
machinery and this was one of the 1967 
Mark III breeds. Not a Gold Star. There 
is no comparison and you'll see more of 
the new Mark II] as the war of funny 
bikes gets into 4th gear. 


Lions in Trouble 


While spending this weekend at Lions 
drag strip, Virginia Butler told me that 
She and Willy were forced to give up 
their positions as cycle pit directors. 
Lions has no one to replace them and I 
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have heard from no volunteers, so where 
will the bikes be at this fine racing 
facility?

Both are superb riders 
at any type of event. Mann again proved 
that there is still a fire in the well-worn 
furnace.

Any- 
body can win the century race next 
month — anybody, that is, with a lot of 
luck and stamina.

Competition Keeps ‘Em Honest
